1. The After Final Amendment is not entered. It is noted that the newly amended 
claim 1 now recites in part "a homogeneous liquid material", such amendment clearly 
raises a new issue that would require further consideration and/or search. 

2. Applicant is claiming a product-by-process elastic tape having transverse 
stiffening strips formed by a particular process, which resultant tape has not been 
shown on the record to produce a patentably distinct article.
